Salt Lake City, Sept. 25.—President 
aft added a Mormon tabernacle to 
he long list of religious edifices in 
bidi he has made addresses to the 
leople. 
Not bo g ago in a Jewish 
tabernacle at t.ttsburg, Mr. Taft de­ 
clared he was no stranger in the pul- 
it and enumerated bls different ex- 
eriences in denominational churches. 
This experience was entirely new. 
t was at Provo, a thriving little city 
ortv miles south of Salt Lake, where 
t is said SO per cent of the residents 
re Mormons and the home of Sena- 
or Heed Smoot, that the president 
aced probably the most effervescently 
enthusiastic audience of his ten days 
f traveling to the West. 
There was nothing on the pro- 
ramme to suggest the religious char­ 
eter of the building. 
The president's 
ppeal to the patriotism of the people, 
is congratulations to them bn their 
vidences of prosperity and the fact 
hat they were a community of the 
aw, abiding by the law, and deter­ 
g e d that every community of which 
hey were a part should be a lawful { 
(immunity, called foith continuing J 
beers. 
Mr. Taft declared he had in- J 
ended to speak but five minutes. His 1 
eception was so cordial, however, j 
hat he spoke for nearly half an hour. 
From Provo, where he was officially 
elcomed to Utah by Governor Spry, 
enators Smoot and Sutherland and 
thers, the president came on to Salt 
ke, to remain until Sunday noon.

“I am 
lad to see you.”

Pinchot responded 
cordially, 
hen the president greeted Senator 
orah with “Hello, Bill, old fellow. 
ow are you? I am mighty glad to 
ee you.” 
Several other members of his party 
ollowed the president off the car and 
hen came Secretary Ballinger.

orah.

Ballinger 
greeted

orah with a handshake, but apparent 
y he recognized no one else in the 
icinity.

President Taft was driven directly 
rom the railway station at the head 
f a procession of automobiles to the 
army post at Fort Douglass, where 
e reviewed the Fifteenth infantry, 
which Is stationed here.

vening was the guest of honor at a 
dinner at the fort, returning to the 
city at 11 p. in., and retiring to rooms 
assigned to him at a local hotel.

Riot

Omaha, Sept. 25.—The police had a 
busy day. 
Riot calls came from al­ 
most all parts of the city, there being 
seven such calls within an hour. 
A Sherman avenue car was attacked 
at Fourteenth and Cass streets and 
all the windows broken, Conductor 
Robert Davis was knocked down and 
stunned, while the motorman ran. 
Four arrests were made. Officer Kear­ 
ney was painfully hurt.

Peary Turns Documents Over 


to the Arctic Club. 


MADE ELABORATE STATEMENT 


Captain and Crew Said to Have 


Been Murdered. 


Manila, Sept. 25.—Official dispatches 
from southern ports say it is rumored 
that the revenue cutter Sora has been 
captured by Moro pirates and the 
crew murdered. The authorities have 
been unable to secure confirmation of 
the rumor, although dispatches have 
been sent to PJI adjacent points. 
The Sora was used as a patrol boat 
against the Moro pirates of the South­ 
ern archipelago in the general cam­ 
paign against smuggling inaugurated 
by the insular government a short 
time ago. 
It was commanded by Cap­ 
tain E. A. McGorty and carried a crew 
of fourteen, all Filipinos. 
The cutter left Balahao, twenty 
miles south of Palaman, carrying J. L. 
Perrine, collector of the port, who was 
hound for Sandakan, in British North 
Borneo, to purchase supplies. Nothing 
has been heard of the vessel since.

mor That Dr. Cook May Bring Suit 


Against H is Rival. 


Portland, Me., Sept. 25.—The threat- 
tned exposure by Commander Robert 
E. Peary of Dr. Frederick A. Cook as 
a North pole fakir mis advanced still 
another step. The dcouments with 
which Peary believes Cook’s claims 
will he riddled are to he discussed by 
the officers of the Peary Arctic club 
at a special meeting soon in or near 
New York. 
This is for the purpose 
of rendering Peary’s charges as irre­ 
futable as possible. 
From what could he learned from 
members of the Rcosevelt’s crew, 
Peary prepared while the exploration 
ship lay at Battle Harbor an elaborate 
statement attacking Cook. 
It i3 said 
to contain statements made by Cook 
to various individuals whom he met 
en his return from the north in which 
he told not a few conflicting stories 
of his journey. 
From other sources it was learned 
that Peary, before he reached Etah 
on his return south, was told by Eski­ 
mos that Cook had turned back from 
the north long before he reached the 
pole. 
Accordingly 
when 
Peary 
reached Cape York and obtained the 
letter left there by Captain Walker, 
saying that Cook had told W alker that 
he had reached tho “big nail.” Peary 
Immediately denounced Cook as a 
fraud. 
It is also said that Peary’s report 
contains scientific data to prove that 
it was a physical impossibility for 
Cook to have reached the pole with 
the equipment he had and by the 
route he chose. 


WEATHER DELAYS EXPLORER 


GETS ONE YEAR AT WAUPUN 


Italian Who Shot Postoffice Clerk lr 
Sentenced. 
La Crosse, Wis., Sept. 25.—Driven 
temporarily insane by the efforts of a 
gang of Italians to Induce him to join 
a Black Hand society, Gulseppi Sal- 
vetta, imagining that Clarence Smith, 
a postoffice clerk at Elroy, who eyed 
him sharply, was In the conspiracy to 
persecute him, shot the latter with a 
revolver. 
In court here, restored to 
his normal senses after languishing In 
Jail for two months, Salvetta pleaded 
guilty to the charge of assault with 
intent to kill and in view of his ex­ 
planation was sentenced to on© year 
at Waupun. The wounded man is ex­ 
pected to recover. 


Butte Miners Kept in the Shaft for 
Hours. 
Butte, Mont., Sept. 25.—More than 
1,000 striking miners, many heavily 
armed, besieged the Cagnon mine with 
the intention of attacking the miners 
when they came to the surface. They 
kept the men in the mine for hours. 
Finally 
the 
beleaguered 
workmen 
were released by a large posse after 
lively fighting. Armed guards suc­ 
ceeded in keeping the strikers back 
from the mouth of the mine or they 
likely would have descended in an ef­ 
fort to attack those who refused to 
strike. 
The sheriff and various constables 
summoned 
many 
deputies 
and 
marched to the mine with the police. 
They fought their way to the opening 
and then the word was given for the 
miners to come to the surface. 
After 
violent scenes they were safely es­ 
corted through the ranks of the angry 
strikers and placed under guard in a 
hall.

SHONTS SUED FOR DAMAGES 


Said Suit Is Due to Case of Mistaken 
Identity. 
New York, Sept. 25.—Theodore P. 
Shonto, former chairman of tne lath 
mian canal commission and now presi­ 
dent of the Interborough-Metropolitan 
company of this city, has been sued 
for $200,000 damages, according to the 
World, by Frederick Hipsch, New 
York manager for a Kentucky distil­ 
lery company, whose wife’s affections 
Mr. Shonts is charged with having 
alienated. Through Delancey Nlcoll, 
his attorney, Mr. Shonts declares that 
the suit is preposterous and is due to 
a strange case of mistaker, identity. 


Peary Unable to Get to H is Summer 
Home. 
Portland, Me., Sept. 25.—The ar­ 
rival of Commander Peary at his sum­ 
mer residence on Eagle island, in 
Casco bay, was deferred for a day be­ 
cause of stormy weather and rough 
seas. He went to South Harpswell 
and spent the night at the home of 
Captain A. C. Stover. 
If weather con­ 
ditions 
are 
favorable, 
Commander 
Peary will cross to Eagle island today, 
where he will devote his entire atten­ 
tion for some time to come to his re­ 
ports and correspondence. 
It is un­ 
derstood he will remain at the island 
until the North pole controversy is 
settled, except for the trip to Bar Har­ 
bor Sunday or Monday to furnish fur­ 
ther information to General Hubbard. 
Commander Peary explained that 
when he referred to taking observa­ 
tions at noon at the pole, lie did not 
mean the Arctic noon of June 21, but 
the noon he had timed at Cape Colum­ 
bia. He had carried the Cape Colum­ 
bia noon up to the Arctic and with. 
that noon took his observations. Fail­ 
ure to go into these details led to the 
error that so greatly puzzled the 
Italian astronomers. 
Newspaper men gathered here, who 
had queried General Thomas Hubbard, 
received the following telegram from 
him: 
“No statement will he given out un­ 
til authorized by officers of the Peary 
Arctic club. This cannot be done un­ 
til they meet in New York or vicinity 
some time ahead. My conference with 
Peary is merely to Inform the officers 
of the club and its results will be 
submitted to them only.”

Southern Hurricane Took Heavy 


Toll of Lives. 


Johnson Memorial Fund. 
St. Paul, Sept. 25.—The Johnson 
memorial fund proposition has met 
with a reception more sanguine than 
even its originators had hoped. From 
over the entire state there has come 
response so hearty and so unanimous 
that it has seemed as though the 
proposition sprang from a hundred 
places at once.

New Orleans, Sept. 25.—W ith the 
list of dead from Monday’s tropical 
hurricane well above IOO, every indica­ 
tion points to a much larger increase 
of the number of the perished. 
Many small sloops and launches are 
lying wrecked on the gulf shores of 
Louisiana and Mississippi and there 
seems to be little doubt but that at 
least some of their occupants were 
lost. 
Anxiety for the safety of steamers 
bound for New Orleans during the 
hurricane period on the gulf has been 
relieved. 
Nearly all of the vessels were many 
hours late, but finally arrived at this 
port with the exception of the Utstein, 
which is four days overdue from Puer­ 
to Cortez. 
She was reported to have 
gone aground off Seashore light, near 
the mouth of the Mississippi. 
No loss 
of iife Is reported. 
News of the loss of the Oyster lug­ 
ger W ashington and the drowning of 
her captain, Dominic Dondy, was re 
ceived here. The boat went down In 
Lake Pontchartrain. 
Many other ves­ 
sels of this class are reported missing. 
The steamboat Williams arrived at 
Morgan City, La., towing five disabled 
luggers, and bringing in a number of 


refugees from the coast-swept section. 
The rescued 
families have buried 
many bodies in the marshes. 
Similar 
reports have been received from Hou­ 
ma, in Terrebonne parish, La. Many 
additional stories of suffering were 
brought in. 
An appeal to Governor Sanders for 
the storm sufferers of Terrebonne 
parish was made by officials of tha* 
parish. 
The 
message to Governor 
Sanders states that at least 1,000 per­ 
sons 
are 
destitute. 
Supplies 
have 
been sent. 


Big Dock for Duluth. 
New York, Sept. 25.—Plans for a 
mammoth steel plant to be built at 
Duluth by the United States Steel 
corporation are nearing completion. A 
big dock is also contemplated there. 
The dock will be constructed of steel 
and concrete. 
It will he 2,305 feet 
long and will contain 384 pockets.

What the Postoffice Department Has 
Been Doing for the Improvement 
Public Highways 
The connection between the mail 
service of the country and 
good 
roads for the farmers, does not at 
first appear, but when one stops to 
consider that there are nine thousand 
miles of rural routes to be traveled 
by the rural mail carriers, then the 
assertion explains itself. 
In an a rti­ 
cle under a Washington head line, it 
is stated that P. Y. DeGraw, fourth 
assistant postmaster general of the 
United States, is a veritable enthus­ 
iast on horses and in addition he is 
as much of a crank on good roads, 
and as this branch of the depart­ 
mental work comes under his super­ 
vision, he has been waging a cam­ 
paign for the improvement of the 
public highways to be traversed by 
Uncle Sam’s mail men who serve the 
rural districts, th at has done more 
towards making good roads than any 
other one thing, and the rural free 
delivery system is the greatest agent 
for good roads th at has been dis­ 
covered. 
For instance, the depart­ 
ment demands th at the roads over 
which the rural carriers must travel 
must be in reasonably good condi­ 
tion. 
Poor roads delay the carrier, 
delay the mail and hinder the ser­ 
vice. 
Therefore, whenever report is 
made to the department that roads 
on which a rural route is established 
tire in bad condition, impeding the 
progress of the carrier, the road 
officials, postmaster and patrons are 
immediately notified that unless steps 
are taken to improve the condition, 
the service will be withdrawn. 
The 
threat is usually effective, and good 
roads are the rule. 
In futherance of the department’s 
policy for good roads—really, it ought j 
to be called DeGraw’s own little poli­ 
cy— the fourth assistant postmaster 
general has been co-operating with 
load officials, state, federal and local, 
t.nd with good roads associations. The 
result has been most gratifying. 
It 
is an established fact that there has 
teen more money appropriated and 
spent on good roads during the 13 
>ears which rural delivery has been 
in operation, than in any other period 
of the country’s history.

Fresh Tomatoes for Christmas 
Upon the subject of growing to­ 
matoes, one of the agricultural papers 
says: 
“ When the season has so far 
advanced th at frost is sure to come 
any time, or lf the weather shows 
that an early frost is coming, pull 
up the tomatoes and hang them, roots 
up, in the cellar, where the green 
fruit will ripen, so that you may have 
fresh tomatoes until nearly C hrist­ 
mas. 
Or, you may merely throw the 
tomatoes, vines and all, in a heap in 
the patch and cover them well w ith 
corn fodder; they will ripen there 
until the w eather becomes very cold. 
This plan enables one to escape the 
rush in m aking catsup, chow-chow 
and tomato pickles; 
allowing the 
housekeeper to do the work at her 
convenience.” 


Should Raise Her Own Fruit 
O. F. Brand, of Faribault, the old­ 
est nursery man in Minnesota, be­ 
lieves that Minnesota men have been 
so busy developing farming interests 
along the line of grain, cattle and 
dairy product es, that they have over­ 
looked one of the most important of 
her capabilities. 
In a recent inter­ 
view in Duluth he says: 
“ I own forty acres of land inside 
the Faribault city limits and have 
experimented w ith apple growing un­ 
til I am convinced that, it is one of 
the most profitable lines of industry 
that a Minnesota farmer can engage 
in. 
I sold $500 worth of apples off 
one acre of ground, and will get 2000 
bushels of the fruit off six acres, 
which will sell at the rate of $1 a 
bushel. 
Tile fruit reaches a perfect 
state and (lie Haver is tile hest. Here­ 
tofore practically all the apples in 
Minnesota have been imported from 
the East and West, when the state’s 
needs could just as well have bee* 
supplied with the home-grown vari­ 
ety. 
“ That the farmers generally are be­ 
ginning to realize that good profits 
are to he obtained from this industry 
is shown by the increased sale of 
nursery stock. 
In some farming dis­ 
tricts in 
Southern Minnesota this 
year I have sold as high as 3000 
apple trees, where in previous years 
there was no demand at all. 
The in­ 
crease in the demand for the nur­ 
sery stock indicates that it will not 
he long before this state will be rais­ 
ing more than enough of the fruit 
lo satisfy lier own needs and further 
importations will be unnecessary.”

Estimated That More Than a Million 


Visitors Are in Gotham to Witness 


the Display on 
Land and Water. 


British Flagship Inflexible and the 


Four German Cruisers Arrive. 


New York, Sept. 25.—The stage In 
set for the great historical pageant on 
land and water which opens here to- 
lay and will continue for two weeks 
over the length of the stream that 
Hudson discovered and Fulton first 
navigated by steam. 
Wilbur W right Is busy on Gov­ 
ernors island preparing for his aerial 
flights. The great elevated battery of 
forty searchlights of 500,000 candle- 
power each, which, at night will play 
up and down the Hudson and throw 
colored patterns on a screen of smoke 
and steam, is in place. The streets, 
shops, theaters and transit facilities 
of the city are filled to overilowing 
with the greatest crowd, more than a 
million, it is estimated, that has ever 
been attracted to New Yolk. 
All the public buildings and bridges, 
the monumental office buildings and 
the greater number of smaller private 
establishments are gay with the blue 
and orange of Hudson-Fulton bunting 
and flags, and rimmed with incan­ 
descent lights. 
The clumsy little Clermont, a repro­ 
duction of the ship in which Robert 
Fulton made the first successful voy­ 
age by steam, has had her official 
trials and proved that she can do as 
well as her original.
